The New Club Rooms 


The Thoroughbred Club of America 
opened its new club rooms in the Phoenix 
Hotel on Saturday, July 24. but 2 days 
before the formal christening the club in- 
vited some newspaper and magazine people 
for a special preview.

Watkins, then a River Downs official and 
now clerk of the scales and placing judge 
at Ak-Sar-Ben, asked Smitha why his 
horse was named South Dakota. 

“He’s by Omaha. isn’t he?” asked 
asked Smitha. 

“Yes, but . 

“Well, Omaha is in South Dakota.”

Adams, who had never bought a Thor- 
oughbred horse before. was doing his bid- 
ding through Roscoe Goose. of Louisville. 
At $70.000 he had Allie Reuben hesitating 
—and trainer Trotsek reading his news- 
paper. At $86,000 the battle was over. 
Adams was buying for a syndicate whose 
other members he appeared to have no 
intention of identifying. Clifford Mooers, 
the vendor. is one of his closest friends. 


The highest previous price at Keene- 
land was the $66.000 paid for Pericles in 
1943, when the Fasig-Tipton Company op- 
erated the sale. Highest under the direction 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company was 
$65,000. paid in 1946 for Speculation. the 
first stakes winner among horses sold at 
such an extreme price, 


Higher than these were 2 other prices 
paid at Saratoga in the boom years of the 
1920’s. New Broom (Whisk Broom II— 
Payment) was sold to the Eastland Farm 
Syndicate for $75,000 in 1928, a year after 
William R. Coe had paid $70,000 for 
Hustle On (Hurry On—*Fatima I1). The 
records of these were not encouraging— 
but the 1954 yearling market needed no 
encouragement from the 1920's,

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Six of the 86 yearlings catalogued for 
the first session at Keeneland were with- 
drawn on veterinary counsel. The “outs.” 
5 fillies and a colt. included some of the 
prospective higher prices. and their ab- 
sence as a result of injuries resulted in an 
average which probably was slightly lower 
than if all 86 had been sold.

Scott Jr. for $50,000. W. Arnold Hanger 
made the final bid on behalf of “a syn- 
dicate” whose membership he did not 
reveal, Alfred Vanderbilt had stopped at

Monte colt sold by Mrs. Alice Headley 


Bell for a syndicate.

Coon has raced 
a small stable for 4 or 5 years. and once 
before was a buyer at Keeneland. with 
trainer Threewit acting as his agent. but 
his purchase of the Bray Melody colt rep- 
resented his first all-out effort for a high- 
class performer. 

Crown Crest Farm. owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard Reineman, sold 23 head for 
an average of $9,917. including the highest 
prices of the evening. No other consignor 
sold more than 5 yearlings.

Creek consignment was the *Nasrullah 
colt out of the young *Alibhai mare Smart 
Niece: he was sold at $40,500 to Claude 
Hudspeth, a_ big-scale Oregon rancher, 
formerly in the lumber business. who has 
a small stable racing in California, 

Second-highest price of the afternoon 
was the $44,000 paid by Pin Oak Farm 
for Edwin K. Thomas’ *Nasrullah filly, 
half-sister to the good stakes winner 
Siama. Three others, including Determine’s 
half-brother in the Forest Retreat Farm 
consignment, reached $30,000. 

Largest consignment was that of Ira 
Drymon. who averaged $10.027 for 11 
head, with a top of $18,000. Among the 
major consignors, Stoner Creek Stud had 
the highest average, $21,438 for 8 head.

About this time of the year in 1871 a 
man named J, L. Walters wrote in The 
Sport of the Times, “Well may the jaded 
New Yorker turn his back upon the city 
of mammon and seek health and recrea- 
tion during the month of August among 
the ideal surroundings of the renowned 
‘Citie of Springs.” So it is a distinct 
pleasure to report again that the time 
to journey to Saratoga has arrived. 

This is no novel piece of news, for there 
were 6 similar reminders before Mr. Wal- 
ters’ and some 80-odd statements to the 
same effect since, but it is still delightful 
to know that particular time of year is 
with us.

Full Flight’s share of the earnings did 
not come easily. Even though the good. 
looking son of *Ambiorix won by more 
than a length. an objection had to be 
waited out before the result was official, 
Full Flight was lugging in all through the 
stretch run and Henry Moreno, on Red 
Hannigan. claimed that the Wheatley colt 
had come over enough to give second 
money to Paper Tiger while Red Hanni- 
gan was being taken up to keep from run- 
ning up on the heels of the winner. 

The stewards did not see with Moreno, 
however. and thus averted what would 
have been the second disastrous Saranac 
for the Fitzsimmons clan, On the occasion 
of Mr. Fitz’s 75th birthday Saratoga pre- 
sented him with a piece of plate in the 
winner’s circle right after Belair Stud’s 
Shackleton had refused to leave the gate 
as favorite in the Saranac. Needless to 
say there were enough idiots in the crowd 
to make it very unpleasant for the trainer 
while accepting the trophy. Full Flight had 
no treuble leaving the gate. The colt was 
first out and was yoked for the lead with 
Bobby Brocato and Martyr going into the 
first turn, Down the backstretch Martyr got 
a neck advantage. and Jess Highley drop- 
ped Full Flight back along the rail and 
took out to go around the leaders on the 
turn. 

This maneuver proved to be the right 
one for Full Flight was in the proper spot 
on the outside when Martyr began to fade 
nearing the stretch, and Higley devoted 
most of his time to keeping Full Flight 
in a straight path on the lead. Had the colt 
been urged he probably would have drawn 
away from his field—but he might have 
racked up a few competitors in doing s0. 

The Saranac did not draw the high 
weights. such as Errard King. Helioscope, 
and High Gun, and as a result favoritism 
went to a gelding trying stakes company 
for the first time. Martyr evidently did not 
like what he found. so he probably will 
have to rejoin allowance horses or com

STUD FEES 


A Table of Equivalent Values 
At Different Fertility Levels 


by J. A. Estes 


It is only in the last few years that the 
payment of stud fees. for most. stallions. 
has become conditional upon the mare 
producing a live foal. but the practice 
seems to have become as fixed as if it 
were the tradition of a century. The owners 
of stallions—as some of them indicated at 
a recent symposium conducted by the 
Thoroughbred Club of America—have 
convinced themselves that they would alien- 
ate the affections of their customers if 
they attempted standing a horse an any 
other basis. 

At the same time there is enough diver- 
gence of opinion and preference that it 
seems unnecessary for all stallion owners 
to follow the lockstep of current practice. 
In fact. it is the uniformity of the live- 
foal guarantee, along with the high stud 
fees it entails and the rising disapproval 
of so-called abuse, which suggests that the 
time is right for a few departures. 

Whether such departures actually are 
made is not the writer’s business, of 
course. But if they are attempted at all, 
they imply a reduction in stud fees—un- 
less. of course, the departure is made in 
the direction of a still better guarantee. 
such has a registered foal. or a winner, 
There have been many suggestions from 
breeders that they would welcome elimin- 
ation of some part of the guarantee, along 
with some reduction in stud fees. The 
suggestions become indefinite when they 
make reference to the degree of reduction 
—"10 or 15 per cent.” or “15 or 20 per 
cent. maybe more.” 

At this point a few algebraic exercises 
may be helpful, not only to the stallion 
owners who are tempted to make some 
divergence from the live-foal guarantee. 
but also to the mare owners who may con- 
sider breeding to a_ stallion advertised 
under some other condition of payment. 

In the accompanying tabulation of 
equivalent fees an attempt is made to indi- 
cate the degree of reduction (from the 
live-foal fee) which could be made under 
various terms. and at different levels of 
fertility, The calculation is based on the 
assumption that the stallion owner will 
collect no more in fees than he collects in 
payments for live foals and that the mare 
owner will pay out no larger sum per live 
foal than he now pays. 

The problem is intricate enough to in- 
vite many different constructions. Breed- 
ers may even wish to do the calculation 
by formulas different from those used here, 


and hence may come up with a different 
set of values: if so. their estimates should 
be added to the proceedings of the forum 
inaugurated hy the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association and the Thor- 
oughbred Club. and here continued, 


For the calculations given here it is 
assumed that 10 per cent of the mares 
examined and pronounced in foal will fail 
to produce live foals. This assumption is 
based on the estimates of several farm 
managers, veterinarians. and others with 
long experience. 

It is confirmed. in general. by a 6-year 
record which Leslie Combs II has been so 
kind as to send me from Spendthrift Farm. 
The Spendthrift figures show a total of 
1.499 mares bred in the years 1946 
through 1951. Of these. 1.146 (76.5 per 
cent) were pronounced in foal. The office 
was unable to make a full tally of the 
number of live foals. and instead reported 
929 registered foals from 1.499 mares 
bred. This is precisely in line with the 
consensus estimate that (1) 10 per cent 
of mares diagnosed as pregnant will fail 
to have live foals. and (2) 10 per cent of 
the foals born will be lost before regis- 
tration, 

The 1953 Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, 
ready for publication as soon as the bind- 
ing is finished. shows the fertility records 
of English and Irish stallions which in 
1952 covered 15 or more mares which con- 
ceived or were reported barren. Addition 
of 2 columns of the tabulation shows a 
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total of 2.908 living foals and 410 foals 
dead and slipped. That is, 12.4 per cent 
of the mares officially reported as having 
become pregnant failed to produce living 
foals. 

(This is not to suggest that fetal viabil- 
itv is any greater in North America than 
in England and Ireland. There are no 
official figures available in America as 
yet. and even when they are available they 
can never be accepted as completely ac- 
curate. just as those derived from the 
British registry must be allowed a small 
degree of error. The 10 per cent allow- 
ance for slips and dead foals is taken 
only as a reasonably close approximation. ) 

All the figures given in the tabulation 
are based upon this estimated 10 per cent 
loss. For instance, if a stallion gets 90 
per cent of his mares in foal, 10 per cent 
of these will be lost. “through no fault 
of the stallion.” as the stud manager will 
explain. leaving the horse with 81 per cent 
of live foals. Thus. for every 100 mares 
bred at a fee of $1.000 for a living foal, a 
total of $81.000 is due the stallion owner. 

Similarly, if 80 per cent of the mares 
conceive and remain pregnant long enough 
for the diagnosis to be made, 10 per cent 
of this 80 per cent will lose their foals, 
leaving 72 normal births from a total of 
100 mares bred. The stallion owner in 
this case expects to collect $72,000 from 
the owners of 100 mares bred on a live-foal 
basis. In the same fashion the expected 
income from any stallion may be esti- 
mated as soon as a reasonably accurate 
estimate of his “fertility” can be made. 

Using this hypothetical expectancy of 
incomes as the fixed base for all calcula- 
tions. it is possible to determine equivalent 
fees under other conditions—fees, that is, 
which will gain the stallion owner no great- 
er income and will represent no greater 
expense to the mare owner.

Royal Note walked onto his sixth race track July 
24 at Arlington Park and won his sixth and richest 
race. It also was the first time he had run as far 
as 6 furlongs, and the chart-maker said he won 
“handily.” 

The Spy Song colt’s closest competition in the 
Arlington Futurity came from the only filly in 
the race, Claiborne Farm’s Delta, which had beaten 
the previously unbeaten Lea Lane on July 14 in 
the Arlington Lassie Stakes. Royal Note broke 
from near the cutside, took an immediate lead, 
ran it up to 3 lengths in the stretch, and won by 
2%4 lengths. Delta, which had run third most of 
the race, took second from Brookfield Farm’s Im. 
promptu by %34-length. Royal Note did his work 
in 1:104. 

Eddie Arcaro, riding Royal Note for the second 
time, said that he lost his left iron at the start of 
the race, and did not recover it for about a furlong. 
Two days later the Hlinois Racing Board suspended 
Arearo 10 days for rough riding. Arcaro’s defense 
was the lost stirrup: he said he had little control

Royal Victory in a Royal Race; 
‘Fillies 1-2 in Prix Eugene Adam

The field for the King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes. run over a rain- 
softened track at Ascot July 17. included 
the 6-year-old Souepi, winner of the 1953 
Ascot Gold Cup. Goodwood Cup. and Don- 
caster Cup. and the 5-year-old French 
horse Vamos. which beat the later Ascot 
Gold Cup winner Elpenor over 1%, miles 
in April, fell ill on the morning of the 
Prix du Cadran, and recovered in time to 
get third place in the Grand Prix de St. 
Cloud. 

The bulk of the 17-horse field was com- 
prised of 6 4-year-olds and 9 3-year-olds, 
Half of the 4-year-olds were British— 
Aureole, Premonition, and Chatsworth. 
From Ireland came Chamier. winner of 
the 1953 Irish Derby. Challengers from 
France were Janitor, beaten a short head 
by Aureole in the Hardwicke Stakes. and 
Savoyard, second in the 1954 G. P. de St. 
Cloud. 

Among the 3-year-olds were Arabian 
Night. Darius. and Elopement. which 
filled the next 3 places behind Never Say 
Die in the Derby; Altana. second in the 
Oaks: and Botticelli, the Italian champion. 
Botticelli carried the colors of the Mar- 
chese Incisa della Rochetta: until after 
the death of Federico Tesio on May 1 he 
had raced for the Dormello-Olgiata stable. 
in which Tesio was a partner. 

The 9-to-2 favorite Aureole. which had 
been treated for “nerves” last winter by 
C. Brook. was quiet in the paddock and 
during the parade. but as he pulled up at 
the end of the canter he was scared by an 
umbrella. He swerved quickly. throwing 
Eph Smith to the ground. and galloped 
straight toward the rails. then stopped— 
and began crepping the grass. 

Chatsworth got away fastest in a good 
start, followed by Savoyard. Botticelli, 
Vamos, and Janitor. Aureole. among the 
slowest at the start, joined the leaders 
quickly and settled into third place behind 
Savoyard and Chatsworth. with Darius, 
Vamos, Arabian Night, Janitor, and Cha- 
mier next behind him. Rounding the last 
bend Savoyard and Chatsworth were run- 
ning side by side when Aureole chal- 
lenged. The favorite took the lead. re- 
pelled the sustained attack of Vamos. and 
won by 34 of a length. The Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Darius ran on gamely to 
finish third, 2 lengths back and 4 lengths 
ahead of the 6-year-old Souepi. The 3- 
year-olds Elopement and Botticelli were 
fifth and sixth. 


It was a great day for the gracious 


Queen. as winner of England’s richest 
race, named for her parents. with a colt 
bred by her father from a mare which 
also was bred by the late King. 


THE WINNER. Aureole ran twice at 2. 
winning the Acomb Maiden Stakes and 
coming home sixth in the Middle Park 
Stakes after a poor start. At 3 he was fifth 
in the Two Thousand Guineas. first in the 
Derby Trial. second to Pinza in the Derby. 
third to Argur and Guersant in the Eclipse

The cover of this week’s issue is a 
photographic study of the first Amer- 
ican-bred winner of the English Derby 
in nearly three-quarters of a century.

He 
finished unplaced after a “rugby match” 
in which his collisions with other horses 
resulted in withdrawal of the riding 
license of 18-year-old Lester Piggott. 
Next engagement for Never Say Die 
are in the Voltigeur Stakes (at the St. 
Leger distance) and the St. Leger.

1946), both of which 
raced for King George VI. 

Aureole’s dam, Angelola, unraced at 2, 
was second to Masaka in the Oaks and 
won 4 other races at 3, the Lingfield Oaks 
Trial, Yorkshire Oaks, Newmarket Oaks, 
and Princess Royal Stakes. Aureole is her 
first foal; the second. Angel Bright. also 
by Hyperion. won the Lingfield Oaks 
Trial this year. 

The second dam. Feola. was second to 
Tide-way in the 1936 One Thousand 
Guineas and third to Lovely Resa and 
Barrowby Gem in the Oaks. Her 7 winners 
earned more than £27.000. Kingstone win- 
ning the Yorkshire Cup. Hypericum the 
One Thousand Guineas. and Above Board 
the Yorkshire Oaks and Cesarewitch. The 
third dam, Aloe, by Son-in-Law, 
sister to the noted stayer Foxlaw. and her 
dam. Alope. by Gallinule. was a_ half- 
sister to Comedienne. dam of the Derby 
winner Call Boy. 

Curiously enough, Hypericum unseated 
her jockey when going to the post for 
the 1946 One Thousand Guineas. and 
ran away. After being caught she won

The superiority of Aureole and Vamos. 
and the place of the honest stayer Souepi 
between the classic 3-year-olds Darius and 
Elopement, did nothing to help the general 
reputation of the current generation of 
3-year-olds. The last 5 races for the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
(formerly Queen Elizabeth Stakes) were 
won by 3-year-olds in such a way that it 
appeared likely the weight-for-age differ- 
ential was going to be reduced to give the 
older horses a better chance.

The board of directors of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company. which runs the Keeneland 
sales. has announced a plan to amor- 
tize over a 10-year period the construction 
of 4 new barns and a training track on the 
Keeneland property. The track and the 
sales company recently signed a new 10- 
year contract. with provisions for auto- 
matic extension. 

In a letter asking consignors to forego 
patronage dividends for the next 10 years, 
the company explained that this was the 
only equitable way to distribute the costs. 
The letter, in part: 


Your board of directors deemed it inequitable 
for the cons‘gnors in only two years (1952 and 
1953) to bear the cost of these improvements, and 
therefore, a plan has been devised to distribute and 
zpportion these costs by amortizing the same over 
a period of 10 years. The company, pursuant to 
the plan, will issue to each consignor who partici 
pates in the program an interim investment certifi- 
cate (sample enclosed) for the amount of the pa- 
tronage dividend to which he is entitled in 1953 
(plus the amount of any 1952 patronage dividend 
heretofore retained by the company) bearing 4 per 
cent interest, payable annually, with the principal 
payable from the net margins of the company in 
10 equal annual installments. 

The individual members of your board of diree- 
tors have unanimously indorsed this program, and 
have authorized the company to retain their 1953 
refunds amounting collectively to $47,959.24. Mr. 
Hal Price Headley whose patronage dividend 
amounts to $13,361.54, has also signified his 
approval 

“There is enclosed a form letter addressed to the 
company which will be its authorization to retain 
your 1953 patronage refund for the foregoing pur- 
poses and which contains an amendment to your 
sales contract approving the plan and extending the 
term thereof through 1964. 

The co-operation of all consignors is urgently 
needed and we ask you to join the members of 
your board in approving the plan by signing the 
enclosed form and returning it promptly in the 
enclosed stamped, self-addressed envelope. Construc- 
tion of the training track is already under way and 
it is contemplated that it will be ready for use 
this fall. 

We believe that Keeneland is the finest place in 
the world to sell horses and your co-operation will 
guarantee your continued use of the Keeneland 
property and strengthen your company’s position 
against any future competition. 


TANFORAN, HBPA AGREE 


Tanforan and the Horsemen’s Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association last week 
agreed to purse distribution for the next 
3 years. The agreement, announced by 
Fred H. Ryan. vice president and general 
manager of the track, will be effective for 
the summer-fall meeting which opens Sep-. 
tember 13. 

Under the agreement, Tanforan will 
guarantee horsemen 40 per cent of the 
track’s share of the pari-mutuel handle.

BIGGER YEARLINGS 
For 7 years Col. F, W. Koester has been 


inspecting yearlings nominated for the 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation’s summer sale. In acdition to re- 
cording his impression of each yearling. he 
bothered to record the actual height and 
bone measurements of each. This month. 
writing in the Thoroughbred of California, 
he drew some conclusions. 

“Since this information reearding your 
horses of the same age and clzss has been 
collected by the same person. at the same 
level, in the same manner. and during the 
same month (May) for 7 successive years. 
the cumulative data now are assuming 
such proportions that they provide a rea- 
sonably accurate means of measuring ma- 
terial progress in certain phases of Thor- 
oughbred production in California. and 
also furnish a medium for intelligently 
comparing the composite physical charac- 
teristics of yearling crops of different 
years. ... 

“The 1954 yearlings are definitely big- 
ger and heavier-boned than previous sales 
crops.”

Formula for Thoroughbred Success: 


Like ’em—but Don’t Love ’em

A complaint often heard from Thor- 
oughbred breeders away from the estab- 
lished breeding and racing centers is that 
it is almost impossible to make money 
raising Thoroughbreds. either for racing 
or for sale. One of the exceptions is True 
Davis Jr.. owner of the 50-acre Cloverton 
Farm, St. Joseph. Mo. Davis entered the 
business in 1946. when he bought several 
mares. He has not made a fortune with his 
horses. but he hasn’t lost one. either. 

St. Joseph is on the Missouri River, 60 
miles north of Kansas City. where the 
topography closely resembles that of cen- 
tral Kentucky 600 miles away. The nearest 
race track of any size is Ak-Sar-Ben at 
Omaha 140 miles north. and most of the 
Nebraska Thoroughbred farms are even 
more distant. 


Davis believes that the primary reason 
many breeders in his area have lost money 
is that they have been unwilling to sell 
bad horses. “I like horses. but I never fall 
in love with them,” he said. “If I have a 
$1.500 claimer. I don’t try to run him in 
allowance races. If I have a bad mare. I 
give her away rather than keep taking a 
loss every year, ('m on my third set of 
mares, and some of them have got to go.” 

Four years after he bought his first set 
of mares, Davis began assembling a racing 
stable, One of his first purchases was Calu- 
met Farm’s Deluxe. Calumet had consid- 
ered Deluxe its principal candidate for the 
1949 Kentucky Derby. but the colt failed 
to show his expected class and was not a 
factor in any of the 3-year-old classics. 
The late Warren Wright decided to sell 
him in the spring of 1950. and Davis 
bought him primarily as a stallion pros-

pect, (Deluxe, 8. is by Bull Lea—Nellie L., 
winner of the Kentucky Oaks and the 
Acorn Stakes. Nellie L. is a daughter of 
the great producer Nellie Flag.) 

However. Frank Gilpin. trains 
Davis’ stable (as well as Royal Note), got 
the horse back into top racing condition, 
In the fall of 1950. Deluxe won the Narra. 
gansett Special and the King Philip Handi- 
cap and finished third in 3 other stakes, 
including the Aqueduct and All-American 
Handicaps. 


HOME IN MISSOURI. Deluxe was re- 
tired to stud in Kentucky, but Davis took 
him to Missouri after the breeding season 
this year, and the horse probably will 
stand there next year. Deluxe’s fertility 
record was not good in Kentucky. Since 
his arrival at Cloverton, Davis has been 
treating the horse with a new antibiotic, 
which he hopes may correct the condition. 
He thinks a test mare which he bred is in 
foal after one service. “I don’t think I'll 
send him back to Kentucky,” he said. 
“Everyone naturally would be skeptical for 
a few years, and there isn’t much point in 
boarding a stallion in Kentucky unless he 
is going to get some outside mares.” 

Davis is well equipped to investigate 
veterinary problems. since he operates the 
Anchor Serum Co., which manufactures 
vaccines for cattle, sheep, hogs, chickens, 
and other animals. Few of the Anchor re. 
search projects concern horses, but 7 vet- 
erinarians at the research laboratories, 
which are located at the farm, are avail- 
able for consultations, The serum factory 
is in South St. Joseph. several miles from 
the farm. 


STUD FEES. The other stallion at Clo- 
verton is John’s Pride, a 10-year-old son 
of *Mahmoud—Richmond Rose. by Vic- 
torian. A good racer (he placed in the 
Breeders’ Futurity, Blue Grass, Primer. 
and Elementary Stakes), John’s Pride 
made his first full season at Cloverton in 
1953, when he was bred to 27 mares. This 
year. his book was increased to’30. For a 
well bred horse, with a respectable racing 
record, John’s Pride’s stud fee is one of 
the lowest in the United States—$25. Davis 
said a low stud fee is the only way to ob- 
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tain a large book for a stallion in his sec- 
tion of the country. “Anybody would have 
a tough time filling Citation’s book here at 
$500 a season. I plan to keep Deluxe’s 
fee at $500. the same as it was in Ken- 
tucky. but I won’t get more than 2 or 3 
outside mares.” he added. 

Several factors make the stallion owner’s 
lot an unhappy one in Davis’ section of 
the Midwest. One is the distance between 
farms: another is the surplus of stallions 
(almost every farm has at least one stal- 
lion): and perhaps most important is the 
unwillingness and the inability of mare 
owners to pay much money for a_ stud 
service. 


THE MARES. Eleven mares are at 
Cloverton. including 2 boarders. Seven of 
Davis’ mares are 1] years old or less. One 
of his 2 older mares is Summer Time, a 
Coldstream-bred mare, 17. by *Bull Dog— 
Rose Leaves. by Ballot. thus a sister to 
Bull Lea. She has produced 7 winners. 
She has a suckling by *Blenheim IL and 
was bred to *Ardan this year. His other 
mares. their age. breeding. and the stal- 
lion to which they were bred this season:

Coonskin Cap is a 4-year-old brother to 
Papa Redbird (by Balladier—Taj Bibi). 
Davis got him from the late J. A. Good- 
win, Coonskin Cap, extremely fast in his 
workouts. had a series of mishaps. and 
raced only 3 times in his first 2 years at 
the track, winning once. Davis liked his 
conformation and breeding, decided to 
breed 2 mares to him this spring. “I won't 
try to sell those foals in the sales, though,” 
he said. After his brief experience in the 
breeding shed, Coonskin Cap was returned 
to training. 

Davis usually sells about half of his 
foals, either privately or at the Keenland 
fall sales. The others join his racing stable, 
which usually campaigns at New England 
and New Jersey tracks. 

His duties at the Anchor Serum Com- 
pany do not allow Davis enough time to 
manage his horse farm. (He has several 
other general farms.) Bill Kabus. a young 
man who handled show before 
going to Cloverton, has been manager 
since 1950, Kabus is stallion man. brood- 
mare man, and yearling man, although he 
receives occasional aid from other workers 
on the farm, 

Herses at Cloverton spend most of their 


horses

time outside the barns. The mares and 
foals are turned out as Soon after foaling 
as the weather permits. and when warm 
weather arrives. they are in the pastures 
except for feeding. Both of the stallions’ 
stalls open onto paddocks. and the stall 
doors leading to the paddocks are not 
closed except in extreme weather. 

Foals usually are fed as soon as they 
will eat. sometimes as early as 2 weeks 
old. No specific amount is given. the 
amount being adjusted to the appetite of 
the foal. The same system is used with the 
mares. Kabus said. “except when a mare 
is a glutton. Then we measure the feed.” 


FEED, PASTURE. Because of its small 
size. Cloverton does not have any crops. 
All the hay (mostly clover. with some al- 
falfa) is bought from nearby farms, Davis 
buys only Northern oats, “Those grown 
around here are not heavy enough.” he 
said. 

A vitamin-mineral supplement. mixed at 
the farm. also is fed regularly. and the 
mares get wheat germ oil. Powdered phe- 
nothiazine is mixed with all feed for 20 
days of each month. Davis has used phe- 
nothiazine since he started raising Thor- 
oughbreds. and is quite satisfied with the 
results. Fecal counts, made regularly on 
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all horses on the farm, always have been 
low, he said. 

Davis said one of his problems with 
parasites is his lack of pastures. He is not 
able to rotate his horses between pastures 
as much as he would like. To help compen- 
sate for the lack of rotation, a chain har- 
row is used on each pasture. 

Davis has experimented with several 
types of pasture. and now has bluegrass. 
clover, lespedeza, broom, alfalfa—and 
birdsfoot trefoil. an Asiatic legume which 
he believes eventually will provide better 
pastures than any of the others. Davis. the 
first man in his section of the country to 
use birdsfoot trefoil, planted it for the first 
time about 4 years ago. Although birds- 
foot trefoil requires about 5 years to be- 
come established. a good stand will not 
need reseeding for many years. It is able 
to choke out almost all weeds. which are 
a problem at Cloverton. especially rag- 
weed. The present weed-control program 
consists of mowing 4 times a year. Soil 
tests are made in each of the pastures each 
year. Usually the only fertilizers used are 
rotted manure and nitrogen. 

Davis has piped water inio each pad- 
dock and each pasture. The water tanks 
in the pastures actually are small water 
fountains. When a horse puts his nose 
into the tank, he trips a release which fills 
the tank with water. Davis likes this type 
of tank better than an open tank because 
the water does not get dirty. and remains 
cool on hot days. The horses drink city 
water, There is a pond on the farm, but it 
is reserved for fishing. 

The principal horse barn on the farm 
has 12 stalls. and is used primarily for 
the broodmares and _ stallions. Yearlings 
usually run to an open shed in their pas- 
ture. Special equipment in the barn in- 
cludes heat lamps for use on young foals. 
Ultra-violet lamps would be nice. Davis 
said. “but they cost too much.” 

Davis does not plan to enlarge his oper- 
ation. He does hope to improve the quality 
of his breeding stock and his racing stable, 
Davis has made considerable progress in 
8 years; he isn’t certain if the next 8 will 
bring further improvements. but he is cer- 
tain he won't repeat the mistake he made 
8 years ago, when he thought it best 
to buy cheap mares and stallions. 


ATKINSON ACTS 


Ted Atkinson recently appeared in a 
television film—‘“A Day in the Life of a 
Jockey”—released throughout the United 
States.

MARYLAND 


Final returns for the spring racing sea- 
son at Maryland’s 3 major tracks—Bowie, 
Laurel. and Pimlico—reveal an increase 
of slightly less than 1 per cent in attend- 
ance and a gain of 1% per cent in 
wagering. 

While competition from Garden State 
Park cut into crowd and betting at Bowie 
and Pimlico, Laurel posted gains of 25 per 
cent in attendance and 22 per cent in 
play, emphasizing the value of opposition- 
free dates.

pening the bidding had zoomed to $40.- 
000. then in big jumps to $60,000. By 
then only Allie Reuben and Roscoe Goose 
were left. 


seats. 


Reuben was bidding for himself and 
his wife. but Goose was buying for a 
white-haired man in a lively blue suit 
sitting beside him. The bids moved by 
ones and twos to $70,000. where Reuben 
shook his head, and George Swinebroad 
said he was ready to sell the colt. As he 
poised the gavel. someone in the audience 
laughed loudly, and Swinebroad dropped 
his arm, looked about. smiled. and said 
he’d start the bidding again at $70.000. 
Reuben leaned across his trainer. Harry 
Trotsek. spoke to Mrs. Reuben. and then 
btd $71.000. 


The bids crept to $75.000. where the 
Reubens conferred again, than went to 
$77.000. Goose, never pausing. jumped to 
$80.000. Another conference, and Reuben 
went to $81.000. Goose bid $82.000. and 
Swinebroad asked for $85.000. Reuben 
first shook his head. but then held up 
5 fingers. Swinebroad interpreted this as 
$85.000; Reuben’s protestations that he 
had meant $82.500 were wasted, for al- 
ready Goose had jumped to $86,000. 

Reuben leaned back in his chair, shook 
his head, and Swinebroad announced that 
the man in the blue suit. F. J. Adams. of 
Fort Worth, Texas, had gone to the high- 
est price ever paid for a yearling at auc- 
tion in the U. S. 

Adams, a retired oil man. said he was 
buying for a syndicate of Texans. and 
that he could not divulge the names. He 
said he didn’t know much about horses. 
had never before attended a sale. Goose 
was his adviser, and consignor Mooers a 
close personal friend. 

Adams said he might buy more that 
night for his syndicate. and soon did— 
3 more for $34,500 from the con- 
signment. 

The $86,000 purchase hefted the night’s 
total to $444,300 for 47 yearlings, aver- 
age $9.453. Mooers. who sold for 
$172.700, had the best average. Next was 
the estate of Samuel D. Riddle. which 
sold 18 for $145,800. average $8.100. One 
of these bought $30.500. second highest 
price of the evening. Summary:

IN-FOAL GUARANTEE. The ratio be- 
tween guaranteeing a live foal and guar- 
anteeing a mare in foal is constant. and 
therefore is not shown in the tabulation. 
If payment is made conditional upon a 
positive diagnosis of pregnancy. the fee is 
10 per cent lower than on a live-foal basis. 

Example: A stallion gets 70 per cent 
of his mares in foal at a fee of $900 for 
each mare pronounced pregnant. 70 $900 
equals $63.000. the same total as would 
be collected for 63 foals at $1.000 
live foal, 


NO GUARANTEE. If. as in England. 
payment is simply conditional upon serv- 
ice. with nothing guaranteed the mare 
owner except an attempt to get the mare 
in foal. fees may be reduced by as much 
as 20 per cent, even for very fertile stal- 
lions. and by considerably larger margins 
for most horses. The calculation here is 
simple. If a stallion gets 80 per cent of 
his mares in foal. the return from a $720 
fee for 190 mares will be the same as the 
return from 72 live foals at $1.000 each. 


EARLY PAYMENT. Several stallion 
owners have suggested that a considerable 
reduction in fees would be possible if 
some payment, either as a part of the fee 
or as “insurance.” were required at time 


per 


of service. The suggestion is based less 
upon mathematics than upon the suppo. 
sition that the early payment of a non. 
refundable part of the fee would result 
in more careful selection of mares and 
hence would tend to raise the percentage 
of live foals, on which the final payment 
would be made. If this hypothesis is cor. 
rect. fees could be lowered by a greater 
than in the table of 
equivalents. 

Example: A stallion standing at $1,000 
for a live foal could be reduced to $928 jf 
20 per cent of the fee is paid at time of 
service. For each 100 mares bred there 
would be 72 live foals. for which. at $928 
each, the total would be $66,816: the 20 
per cent payments ($186) for the other 
28 mares would yield $5,208: the total 
would be $72,024. 

If 50 per cent were paid at time of sery. 
ice the fee could be reduced by a greater 
margin, to $837 in the case of a stallion 
which got 80 per cent of his mares in foal, 

Payment of a flat $200 at time of service 
(on a fee equivalent to a $1.000 live-foal 
guarantee) would reduce fees by a slightly 
greater margin than a 20 per cent pay- 
ment.

ONE-YEAR RETURN. The condition 
most generally used before the guarantee 
of a live foal became prevailing practice 
was the privilege of a return, without 
extra charge, in the year after a mare had 
failed to produce a live foal. Many breed- 
ers still prefer the one-year return as the 
“fairest” basis for standing horses, and 
it does have the merit of allowing consid- 
erably lower fees and of dividing respon- 
sibility between stallion owner and mare 
owner. 

The fee for the one-year return may be 
calculated in several ways, some of them 
so thoroughly complicated as to discourage 
the calculator from pursuing the effort to 
recollect his algebra, The formula used 
here is indicated by the following example, 
which applies to the 90 per cent. stallion 
with 81 per cent live foals: 


19x 
+-—— = 
9 


Theory of the formula is that, for every 
160 new mares bred to the stallion, 19 
will be entitled to a return for one year. 
Thus the horse will be obligated to these 
19 mares for a period of 2 years. earning 
only half the fee in one year. 

The one-year return stud fee (x). by 
this formula. is $895, a 10.5 per cent re- 
duction from the live-foal fee. At the more 
normal expectation of 72 per cent live 
foals the fee could be reduced to $837. 

It will be noted in the tabulation of 
equivalents that the return fee is the same 
as if 50 per cent of the total fee were 
pavable at time of service. In either case 
the responsibility is shared equally be: 
tween stallion and mare.

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MEMORY OF BY-GONE DAYS 


$20,000, Better Horses 
at River Downs 


Fans at River Downs race track. 10 
miles east of Cincinnati. saw some _bril- 
liant race horses in the first few years of 
the track’s existence—Discovery. Myrtle- 
wood, Clang, and Crusader, After 1935. 
when Coney Island (the track’s first name ) 
went bankrupt, the sport quickly declined 
to a mediocre level. It remained on a 
low level until 1950, when a group of 
Ohio race track operators. Robert J. 
Dienst, Henry Green, Frank J. Moore. and 
Danny Cronin, took over. The new group 
has not yet attained the class of sport 
which, until 21 years ago. was enjoyed at 
nearby Latonia. but each year has seen a 
considerable improvement. in physical 
facilities and in the class of horses. 

On July 24 River Downs climaxed its 
\4-day meeting with the $20.000 River 
Downs Championship. the richest purse 
ever offered at the track. Since it closed 
only 48 hours before running. the race 
was not a stakes. but it attracted several 
stakes-class horses. 

The 2 horses which appeared to stand 
out in the field of 14 were Timely Tip. 
winner of the Arkansas and Ohio Derbys. 
and Skipper Bill, which won the Pageant 
Handicap last year and placed in 4 other 
stakes and which had finished a close sec- 
ond to Cinda in the Rumson Handicap at 
Monmouth Park on July 21. 3 days before 
the River Downs race. 

Although Skipper Bill was getting a 
16-pound concession from Timely Tip by 
scale weights, River Downs bettors  evi- 
dently distrusted his ability to get 1;4 
miles, He went off at 9-2; Timely Tip 
was 7-5, 

Skipper Bill, fastest away from the gate. 
soon yielded the lead to Go A Bit. which 
was still in front after running 6 furlongs 
in 1:10%5. Skipper Bill and Timely Tip 
each remained close to the pace and moved 
up on the far turn. They passed Go A Bit 
and turned into the stretch together—and 
stayed together. For a moment in mid- 
stretch, it appeared that Skipper Bill 
might draw away. but Timely Tip stuck it 
out with his usual courage. losing by only 
a nose. 

Skipper Bill ran the distance in 1:4215. 
taking 24-second off the track record 
set by Main Man in 1937.

Attendance on “Championship Day” 
was 15.782. slightly below the same day in 
1953. If more fans had shown up. they 
probably wouldn’t have been able to get 
in. The track has a limited parking area. 
bounded by the grandstand. Coney Island 
amusement park, U. S, highway 52. and 
the stable area. Although parking sup- 
posedly is not allowed along highway 52. 
cars were parked on both sides of the 
highway for more than half a mile. 

Business at River Downs had improved 
each year since 1950 before the 1954 meet- 
ing. which showed a slight decline. The 
mutuel handle in 1950 was only $5.389.- 
693: by 1953. it was up to $12.684.696. 
This year’s total was $12.493.067. a daily 
average of $283.933. or 1.5 per cent below 
last year. Attendance was 288.401. a daily 
average of 6.555, about 2.6 per cent below 
1953. 

Two mutuel records were set on the 
closing day. The mutuel pool total was 
$647.105. about $7.000 above the previous 
record, and $97.939 was bet on the Cham- 
pionship. a new one-race record.

rently uses totalizator made by the 
Standard Tote Company. a small Ohio 
firm. This tote does not show the amount 
bet on each horse in each pool, although 
its operation is similar to the American 
Tote in other respects. Early this year the 
Ohio Racing Commission ruled that al] 
Ohio tracks which have a daily average 
mutuel handle of more than $200.000 must 
install a full totalizator board. 

Henry Green. River Downs director of 
operations, said his only objection to the 
full-size tote board is the flood expense 
which River Downs would have to bear, 
The track is only a few feet above the 
Ohio River. and the grounds are flooded 
slightly every year. During a major flood, 
water is several feet deep. Green said it 
is possible to move all of the present tote 
equipment away at the end of the meeting, 
A larger tote would require “permanent” 
wires. which would have to be replaced 
each season. 

\ court suit filed by River Downs and 
3 other Ohio tracks has delayed enforce. 
ment of the ruling. but Tony Webner, 
publicity director of the track, said. “Tt 
looks like we will lose.” One judge already 
has ruled that the commission was within 
its powers. and unless an appeals court 
reverses the decision it will become effec. 
tive next vear. 

Horsemen were enthusiastic about one 
improvement made this year—all of the 
barns were reroofed.

Los ANGELES 
One of the major problems of Cali- 
fornia’s Thoroughbred-breeding industry 
in the past has been an oversupply of 
cheap stallions and. of course. patronage 
of these stallions, To prove that the west- 
ern breeders have nearly beaten that prob- 
lem. Jimmy Jackson, general manager and 
registrar of the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, compiled statistics 
showing that the bulk of California’s cheap 
stallions have fallen into virtual disuse. 
Jackson’s figures reveal that 61 of the 
State’s 230 Thoroughbred stallions sired 
the majority of the 1.120 registered Cali- 
fornia-bred foals of 1952. There were 169 
California stallions which had 5 or less 
registered foals in 1952. A few of these. 
of course, were worthwhile horses which 
either were just starting their stud careers 
with test breedings or didn’t have good 
fertility ratings. Still others in this cate- 
gory were those used primarily for siring 
hunters, jumpers, or Quarter Horses; their 
produce is registered not for racing. but 
to give the owner the distinction of having 
a registered Thoroughbred saddle horse. 
It was discovered that only 25 California 
sires got over 10 registered foals. which 
maybe proves that western mare owners 
are becoming much harder to please. The 


over-all picture is beginning to brighten. 


Operating on the theory that nature 
knows best. Albert Yank has set up a cafe- 
teria-style feeding system for the young 
stock on his Altandor Farm in the San 
Fernando Valley. “A grown animal if 
given a choice of feed in unlimited 
amounts would almost surely founder him- 
self.” said Yank. “but a foal who has 
never been without feed will eat the things 
his system 
amounts.” 

Yank has set up a creep-type affair to 
house his “foal cafeteria” and has lined 
up feed tubs containing whole oats. rolled 
oat. calf manna, cracked corn. ground bar- 
ley. and one bucket containing a mixture 
of all this, He also has tubs containing 
charcoal and sage brush. plus several 
types of hay mixed in a manger, “They 
eat what they want when they want it.” 
said Yank. who operates a produce stand 
in Los Angeles’ popular Farmers Market.

Aiming at the “Wire Service” 


With a Wide-Scatter Shotgun 


by Jeremiah Courtney 


The Interstate Commerce Committee of 
the U.S. Senate has unanimously approved 
an anti-gambling bill that now awaits the 
action of the full Senate. The bill (S. 
3942) was introduced at the request of 
the Department of Justice and is designed 
to strike down the dissemination of sports 
information by wire or radio for gambling 
purposes, 


If enacted. S. 3542 would seriously cur- 
tail the broadeasting of racing results and 
information, With only a few weeks re- 
maining before the present session of Con- 
gress adjourns, it is unlikely that the bill. 
which has been placed on the consent 
calendar. will be enacted at this session. 
However. the terms of the bill. and_ its 
unanimous approval. offer a further re- 
vealing iilustration of the legislative mind 
at work in the racing field. 


The traditional political approach to the 
delicate job of distinguishing between le- 
gitimate aspects of racing and _ off-track 
gambling. as reflected in S. 3542. can best 
he described in two stories. 


Calvin Coolidge (everybody has been 
told) returned from church on Sunday. 
and asked by Mrs. Coolidge what the 
minister’s sermon was about. “Sin.” said 
Calvin. “What did he say about it?” asked 
Mrs. Coolidge. Calvin replied: “He was 
against it.” 

The second story concerns the 2 college 
classmates who met at the bar after not 
seeing each other for 20 years. The hands 
of one were shaking violently and it was 
with great difficulty that he was able to 
raise the cup of cheer to his lips. In due 
course, his colleague asked: “Well. what 
are you doing now. Joe?” Joe of the shak- 
ing hands replied: “Same old brain 
surgery.” 


BUTCHERY TO SURGERY. 3542 
demonstrates again that all politicians are 
so firmly and fervently against sin that 
they are not iikely to bring a fine touch 
to the delicate job of separating the totally 
legal uses of racing news from the illegal. 

The dissemination of racing news has 
never been illegal despite the uses to 
which it may be put by illegal operators. 
S. 3542 accordingly was sponsored by the 
Department of Justice for the sole purpose 
of making impossible any revival of the 
nation-wide network of leased wire facil- 
ities which Continental Press Service em- 
ployed some years ago for the rapid col- 
lection and distribution of racing news, 

In the words of Warren Olney III, assist- 


ant attorney general for the Criminal Di- 
vision of the Department of Justice: 
“The purpose of $.3542 is rather nar. 
row. It is aimed at one aspect of the book. 
making racket. It is aimed at the wire 
service. Experience has shown that with 
a network of communication facilities avail. 
able to them. it is possible to organize 
bookmakers throughout the country 
through the means of selling them this fast 
service which is provided by communica. 
tion facilities: and in that fashion to put 
them into a form of organization which 
becomes very dangerous.” 
Testifying a day later. Mr. Olney te. 
iterated the limited objective of S. 3542: 
“This bill. in its present form, is direct. 
ed. as [ mentioned yesterday. towards the 
rather limited objective, which is to make 
it impossible to revive the kind of organiza. 
tion that engaged in the rapid dissemina- 
tion of horse-racing information in former 
years and made the operation of the na- 
tionally organized bookie racket possible. 
It is not intended to go beyond that.” 
With this limited objective. no one in 
racing could quarrel. But let us see how 
the limited objective of keeping Contin. 
ental Press Service out of business is to 
be achieved. 


DISCRIMINATION NO, 1. The bill's 
prohibition against the transmission of 
gambling information by communication 
facilities first defined “gambling informa- 
tion” to mean “bets or wagers or related 
information assisting in the placing of bets 
or wagers on any sporting event or con- 
test. or transactions or information facil- 
itating betting or wagering activities on 
any sporting event or contest.” An amend- 
ment was offered by the Department of 
Justice, and carried in the unanimous Sen- 
ate report on the bill, to substitute for the 
term “sporting event” the more limited 
language “horse or dog racing event.” 

Let Mr. Olney explain the reason for 
this amendment: 

“We are amending the definition of 
gambling information simply by making it 
apply specifically to horse or dog racing 
events and contests. That is to avoid any 
possibility that the statute would be ap- 
plied to such things as the baseball ticker 
service, which Western Union provides. 
Conceivably that ticker service could be 
used for gambling purposes. and I have 
no doubt in many instances it is, The 
Justice Department does not. think it is 
necessary or appropriate to include lang: 
uage so broad that it includes the baseball 
ticker service which. by and large, has 
legitimate uses.” 
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NO. 2. The bill specifically exempted the 
transmission of information intended only 
for printed news publication in “news- 
papers. magazines, journals or like  peri- 
odicals.” But radio and TV stations were 
prohibited from “broadcasting any gam- 
bling information relating to horse racing 
before the start of any race on the day it 
is scheduled to be run; or during the one- 
hour period immediately following the fin- 
ish of such race or before the start of the 
next race at that track whichever period is 
longer. This section shall not preclude the 
broadcasting of the progress of. or infor- 
mation concerning, a horse race where such 
broadcast is carried as a special event and 
not as part of a regularly scheduled series 
of broadeasts of races: Provided. That no 
more than one horse race shall be broad- 
cast by any station or chain of stations 
per day. 

Let us see low this discrimination was 
received in the editorial columns of the 
radio trade journal Broadcasting under 


the caption, The Great A.ci-Gambling 
Hoax: 
A great hoax was perpetrated by the Senate 


Commerce Committee last week. It approved, unan- 
imously, an bill (S. 3542) which 
discriminates against broadeast services in favor of 
the printed media. It demolishes the 
parity with the press” thesis. 

The bill would bar stations from transmitting 
horse or dog race information by invoking a one 
hour lag, except for one feature race per day. News- 
papers and “tip sheets” can go to press at will. 
The Dept. of Justice wanted the bill. The FCC 
didn’t. It makes campaign fodder for the Novem- 
ber elections.

But where were the broadcasters when the bill 
was in committee? Probably one senator could have 
blocked it. We have it on good authority that not 
a single committee member was ever approached. 

This is censorship. It interferes with the right 
of stations to handle legal, legitimate news when it 
is news. Horse racing is legal. News about it must 
be legal too. 

Some seem to argue that oppose this bill is to 
favor the bookies and the racketeers. That’s sheer 
fantasy. The bill impinges upon the freedom of the 
broadcast’ media. It should be resisted as strongly 
as if it provided for full program censorship. There 
is no middle-ground. 


It is perhaps superfluous to add that no 
racing voice was lifted against S, 3542. 
either. 


NO. 3, Like many others. I usually leave 
the Maryland race tracks before the eighth 
race is run.

When other horses started to move in on him, Errard King sprinted away again in the last quarter, running this 
quarter 75 faster than Citation ran his last quarter in setting a new world record for a mile at Golden Gate Fields. 
Errard King was in front by 3 in the stretch, rolled in by 2 in 1:35 at the finish in a fashion which looked like he 
could have held his advantage for another quarter or more.

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MICHIGAN 


Mark Leach. a Kentuckian who launch- 
ed the biggest breeding operation in 
Michigan 5 years ago, enjoyed a double 
return on Futurity Day. July 21, at the 
Detroit Race Course. 


Entering the second annual Michigan 
Thoroughbred yearling show for the first 
time. Leach won first prize with a_ filly 
and fourth prize with a colt, After Ira 
Drymon had finished judging the 20 Mich- 
igan-bred yearlings, Leach sat back to 
watch horses foaled and raised his 
Greenacres Stock Farm first) and 
third in the inaugural running of the 
$5.000-added Futurity, 


Leach was the last breeder to enter 
the yearling show, but he got under the 
wire with a filly by Royal Blood and a 
colt by Mr. Busher. The filly. a bay out 
of Mumbo Jumbo, was awarded top hon- 
ors by Drymon, master of Gallaher Farm 
near Lexington. Ky.; the colt a chestnut 
out of Thara Supreme, was fourth. 


Second was a chestnut colt by Sirius 
out of Sis Baker, owned by Mrs. V. E. 
Smith. He is a half-brother to the stakes 
filly Lori-Jane. Mrs, Helen Rahaim’s chest- 
nut daughter of Lee’s Boy and Gotanotion 
placed third, 


The Sirius colt and the Lee’s Boy filly 
were awarded blankets by the Michigan 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, the 
Michigan Thoroughbred Owners Associa- 
tion. and the Michigan Racing Association, 
sponsors of the show. 


To the winner went a replica of an 
English sterling plate. donated by E. E. 
Dale Shaffer, president of the MRA. Shaf- 
fer at one time owned both the sire and 
dam of the prize-winning filly. He sold 
Roval Blood for $50,000 when still 
owned Coldstream Stud, and he raced 
Mumbo Jumbo, the dam, for several 
seasons. 


In the Futurity Stakes, run at 51% fur- 
longs. 2 fillies bred at Leach’s Greenacres 
farm, near Pontiac, were heavily favored, 
and they justified this confidence by dom- 
inating the running. 


Deedee O.. winner of her only start at 
Arlington Park, was a handy winner by 
25 lengths over Kings Pose, owned by 
Steve Utz. The winner’s stablemate, Dan- 
cing Marjie, was another 2 lengths be- 
hind in third, Dancing Marjie won 2 
races at Oaklawn Park last spring. 

Deedee O, and Dancing Marjie raced 
in the colors of Charles Castrope and 


lulius Potrykus. of Detroit, owners of 
the C and P Farm Stable.
